An enormous crowd of the inhabitants

Outiving country, gathered in thie streets 
soon after daybreak. The iinet began 
marching up and down the main thor-: 
oughfares and it was easy to see that 
their ill-temper would soon result in vie- | 
lence. The police stood by and made no 
attempt whatever to restrain the mab. 

The first building to be attacked and 
looted was that of the lottery monopoly. 
Nhe officers of the state enterprise that 
has enriched itself at the expense of the 
people were ransacked and piilaged. 
Furniture was broken and thrown into 
the streets and thousands of lottery Lick- : 
ets were destroyed.

Castro's Pictures in Bonfire. 
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The statues and picturés 


Castro were made into a huge ibonfire on/| June, 


the Plaza Bolivar. The crowd cheered | 
as the flames completed the destruction 
of these effiwies of the dictator. 

Numerous inscriptions setting forth 
the virtues of Castro and extolling his 
powers next attracted the retaliation of 
the mob. and every inscription bearing 
Castro's name was hacked out and 
erased. Some of these legends were) 
carved on the public buildings of the city. 

It was after ! o'clock by the time the | 
crowd had gotten far in its deptedations. 
It lacked leadership and paused in de- 
fault of other fields for its destructive 
energies. It was then that a detachment 
of troops was called out for duty on the 
city streets, and Acting President G@o- 
mez issued a manifesto prohibiting fur- 
ther manifestations. These measures had 
the desired effect. for the mob quieted 
down and then dispersed. 

Several Fatalities Resulted. 


The attack yesterday on the offices of 
Fl Contitucional, when the crowd was 
curbed by a detachment of soldiers who 
fired into the demonstrants, resulted in 
several fatalities. A criminal action has 
been begun against Editor Rivas and 
other employers of the paper, in which 
they are charged with responsibility for 
these deaths. It is declared that Rivas 
and his men fired firat on the people, 
making use of revolvers. 

El Constitucional has suspended pwb- 
lication and Caracas is practically with- 
out a newspaper. 

The funeral of Marcano Rojes, one of 
the men killed im the fight of yesterday, 
has been fixed for tomorrow. A yast 
crowd will turn out and ggrther disor- 
ders and rioting are expected.

A second trial of the case between 
husband and wife, in Judge Ellis’ court, 
had given the father the further right to 
toke his son out ofthe state, and to deny 
the mother the privilege of visiting 
him.

The last chapter n a case whfch has 
all the elements of a tragic drama. was 
enacted yesterday when Governor Smith 
granted a pardon to Dr. T. C. Burch, 
of Wilkes county, who +ad taken a 
human life at the instigation: of the 
mother-in-law of the man he slew. had 
been prosecuted and corvicted of mur- 
der through the ald of the brother of 
the dead man, and finally was pardoned 
through the efforts of his victim's 
brother. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Elliott. 
ness upon whom the state relied te 
secure a conviction, was declared te 
have been the cause of the whole tragedy. 

She is charged in papers submitted 
to the prison commission with havirg 
had a mctive tin bringing ft about. 
Worked for Conviction and Pardon. 
response to the appeal of the 
brother of the man who had been killed 

and prompted by the petitions of nu- 
merous citizens of Wilkes. Elbert, Liém- 
coln and Richmond counties, supported 
by evidence of good character during 
his term of ‘tmprisonment, Governor 
Smith yesterday granted a pardon to 
Dr. Burch, The man who did more 
than any other to secure Dr. Burch’s 
pardon was the same one who had most 
vigorously fought for his conviction on 
the charge of murder. 

Burch was convicted~in Witkes supe- 
rior court in the spring term of 1906 
af having killed Charles J; Tyfer. The 
brother of the deceased, W. C. Tyler, 
employed Gounsel to assist the state tn 
the prosecution, and secured the con- 
viction of Burch and his sentence to 
life imprisonment. 

Among the papers submitted to the 
prison commission in support of the ap- 
Diication for executive clemency was a 
letter from W. C. Tyler and other docu- 
ments setting forth that Mrs. Plizabeth 
Flliott, the main witness upon whom the 
State relied to secure conviction, was 
shown to be hostile to the deceased be- 
fore tne mutter. 

Arouses Mother-in-Law. 

Mrs. Elliott was the mother-in-law of 
the deceased, and had induced Burch to 
believe that Charies J. Tyler had been 
guilty of improper conduct toward Mrs. 
Burch. Immediately Burch was thrown 
into a state of mind which is now de- 
clared to have rendered him moraty 
irresponsible.

DEMANDS AN INVESTIGATION 


No Provocation, Says Indianapolis 
News, Could Justify or Much 
Extenuate the Torrent of In- 
vective and Virulence—Bit- 
terness of Speech Is 


No Answer. 


Indianapolis, Ind., December 16.—The 


Indianapolis News, mentioned in the 
special message on the Panama canal 
deal, sent to congress yesterday by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, today issued a reply to 
the chief executive. It. says: 

“It is difficult to characterize fitly the 
latest outbreak of the president without 
resorting to the uee of language as un- 
dignified and biameworthy as that which 
puts the president's utterance in a class 
by itself in the official literature of the 
high office ‘which he holds. Whatever 
provocation Mr. Roosevelt may have felt 
pricking: his soul, nothing could justify 
or much extenuate the torrent of invec- 
tive and virulence which he poured gut 
in a state paper upon the heads of pri- 
vate citizens. 

“No one in his sober senses can fail to| 
regard the performance as @ grave der- 
ogation to ithe dignity of the presidential 
station, a pitiadle exhibition of towering 
rage On the part of the chief magistrate, 
and a source of humiliation and chagrin 
to the entire country. 

“It is quite impossible to think of any 
of Mr. Roosevelt's long line of distin- 
guished predecessors that could possibly 
have so forgotten the dignities and de- 
cencies of his exalted position as to 
transmit to congress a message in any 
way comparable with that uf yesterday. 

Denunciation No Answer. 


“Denunciation and bitterness of speech 
are no explanation and answer. An &s- 
sumption that The New York World and 
its proprietor were influenced by base or 
unworthy motives in the publication of 
the reports touching the Panama affair 
cannot be justified, no matter who may 
be the person who makes it.”’ 

The News states that The World 
probably had what it honestly considered 
sufficient ground for believing that ev- 
erything had not been as it should have 
been in the acquisition by this country 
of the Panama canal interests from 
their former owners, although e paper 
may be deceived. The News states that 
whether Mr. (Roosevelt knows it or not, 
rumors and reports touching the Panama 
transaction have been numerous and 
persistent, and that in spite of all his 
asseverations, people still are not con- 
vinced that everything was as it should 
have been, this without in the least im- 
pugning the good faith of the president 
or hig agents in the negotiations. The 
News said many points have not been 
cleared up, and they cannot we cleared 
up by threats of libel sults and pen- 
lashings of editors that hold the good 
name and the interests of the country 
quite as dear as does the president. 

The paper, in concluding its state- 
ment, says the Rainey resolution should 
be adopted and that congress should 
make a searching investigation of all the 
facts, circumstances and rumors con- 
nected with the Panama activities of the 
government.

from Caracas this morning, but they 
mentioned nothing of the kind.” 

President Castro was asked for an 
expression of his views regarding Hol- 
land’s seizure of Venezuelan ships, but 
he answered: ‘I am in Germany in a 
private capacity.’’ 

He referred the correspondent to 
Senor Velez-Goiticoa, the Venezuelan 
charge d'affaires, whom he authorized 
to talk for him. The charge then made 
the following statement: 


Doubt War Aggressions, 


“In reply to your question I doubt 
what has been published with regard 
to Holland's aggression, because no 
declaration of war has been made, nor 
has a blockade been announced, and 
none established. Therefore, the seizuré 
of small Venezuelan ‘vessels by sheer 
force cannot be described other than as 
an ect of piracy, unworthy any ¢n- 
lightened civilized country. 

“On the other hand. such a course 
‘would jeopardize the arrangements 
which Venezuela has proposed to Hol- 
land, through confidential agents, and 
could even haye a worse effect inasmuch 
as Venezuela in meeting payments due 
to Holland takes for that purpose & 
pertion of the prescribed 30 per cent of 
the customs receipts. Thus, Holland's 
act might place Venezuela in a posi- 
tion of being unable to continue pay- 
ment, which also would jeopardize the 
interests of other nations. Holland is 
in the wrong in the difficulty between 
that country and Venezuela, and she 
is still more involved through the atti- 
tude which the Dutch government re- 
cently has had. 

“tn. view of this state of the case, 
the Veaezuelan government has in- 
formed the diplomatic ps at Car- 
acas of these facts and is waiting before 
taking any further steps.”’

language used in the resolution, but 
jcontented himself with it, as it had 
been agreed upon. 


Investigated Us Thoroughly. 


Senator Newlands spoke at consider- 
able length, saying that the question at 
issue was whether the secret service 
had been used to investigate congress- 
men in the pursuance of their legiti- 
mate duties or was only to detect fraud 
in the duties devolving upon the ex- 
ecutive departments. 

“But,” interposed Mr.. Tillman, “the 
president's message shows that he has 
investigated us generally, and that we 
are a lot of scoundrels that need in- 
vestigation. Now there may be men 
here who fee] that way, but God knows 
I do not.” 

Mr. Newlands said he was not! at- 
tempting to apologize for the presi- 
dent, but wanted to have the senate 
avoid any hasty and improper Ilan- 
guage. 

Senator McLaurin of Mississippi fa- 
vored a dignified resentment of the 
language of the president, and Senator 
Bacon declared that, in his view, the 
message “was the most deliberate and 
carefully designed and carefully word- 
ed insult ever sent to any pariiament- 
ary body in this or any other country.” 
He continued: 

“It is my deliberate judgment that if 
the king of England had sent such a 
message to parliament there would be 
but one thing to shield him from the 
loss of his crown, and that would be 
the appointment of a regent.” 

The resolution was tnen passed with- 
out a roll call, and no opposing vote 
was cast. 


Full Text of Resolution. 


The full text of the resolution 
amended and adopted is as follows: 

“Resolved, That that portion of the 
annual message of the president relat- 
ing to the secret service is hereby .re- 
ferred to the committee on appropria- 
tions, who are instructed to inquire 
whether the legislation referred to in 
the message has impaired the efficiency 
Or sufficiency of the force employed in 
the secret service: and such committee 
is further directed to ascertain what 
persons other than those included in the 
secret service were paid from the pub- 
¥° treasury for the fiscal vear ended 
June 30. 1908. for services in connec- 
tion with the enforcement of the laws 
or for work in the detection or invest!- 
Ration of possible crimes or criminal 
acts or Violations of law. including all 
Special attorneys, special agents. in- 
Spectors or other employees of any de- 
partment of the government, or any 
branch of the public service, and also 
some information as to all persons 
so employed or paid, their previous 
occupation, the nature of the work in 
which they were engaged, by whom they 
were appointed and upon whose sug- 
| ena or reconymendation; the inquiry, 
lowever, not to include officers ap- 
pointed by the president and confirmed 
by- the senate, or officers specifically 
Provided for by’ lew, or laborers ap- 
pointed ag such and actually engaged 
in employment as laborers. 

“For the purpose of’ carrying out the 
instructions of the senate, the commit- 
tee on appropriations is hereby author- 
ized by subcommittee or otherwise to 
sit during the sessions or recesses of 
the senate to send for persons an@ 
papers, to subpoena witnesses, to ad- 
minister oaths, to examine witnesses 
under oath, and to employ such clerical 
and other assistance ag shall enable 
the committee to report fully and 
promptiy upon the matters contained in 
this inquiry, the expenses of the inves- 
tigation to be paid from the contingent 
fund of the senate, upon vouchers ap- 
proved by the acting chairman of the 
committee on appropriations: and said 
committee is further directed to report 
as soon as practicable, from time to 
time, the results of their inquiry, and 
to make such récommendations as they 
may see fit with reference thereto. and 
further to report what action, if any, 
in the judgment of the committee, the 
senate should take with reference to 
that portion of the message.” 


NO ACTION TAKEN YET 
BY HOUSE COMMITTEE. 


_Washington, December 16.—Although 
two meetings of the special committee 
of the house to recommend action on 
the president's reference to the mo- 
tives of congress in laying a limitation 
On the use of the secret service force 
were held today,.. the commitiee was 
unable to reach a unanimous agree- 
ment, and adjourned unti! tomorrow, 
It is understood the committee Is 
umanimous in the view that the house 
should in some way express its dis-, 
pleasure regarding the president's ut- 
terances, but the exact method to be 
pursued is what has caused the dis- 
agreement. The division is said not to 
be along party lines.

Relinguishment of Financial 
Demand Made by Count Boni 


VULGAR AFFAIR OF MONEY 


Count Boni Castellane, Who Has 
Spent Millions of Gould Fortune, 
Now Affects te Scorn the 
Power of the Dollar. 
Hearing Postponed. 


Paris, December 1!16.—The hearing of 
the suit brought by Count Boni de Cas- 
tellane against the Princess de Sagan, 
in which he petidiong that the custody 
of his three children be given to his 
mother, the Marquise de Castellane, 
was continued here today. 

M. Bonnet was heard in rejoinder for 
the count. He read a hetter from the 
count renouncing the petition for $60,- 
00OO annually for the maintenance of 
the children, but insisting more em- 
pPhatically than ever that the children 
be confided to the care of his mother. 
The relinquishment of the financial! de- 
mand came as a surprise in spite of 
the fact that such a course was indi- 
cated at the close of the first hearing 
of the case. 

The letter of the count is addressed 
to M. Bonnet, and it is couched in an 
eioquent phraseology of outraged man 
hood. It begins: 

Allowance Not Wanted. 


“Indignant at the perfidious and lying 
insinuations of the princess and her 
family representing that my only desire 
is to obtain a big allowance, I now 
ask for myself and my mother only the 
custody of the children:’' I renounce 
with pleasure the request for an allow- 
ance.”’ 

Continuing, the count calls M. Bon- 
net to witness with what outraged 
feelings he rejected the pecuniary of- 
fers of the Prince and Princess. de 
Sagan and George Gould, the princess’ 
brother. ‘“‘The new and unexpected at- 
titude of George Gould,” De Castellane 
writes, “who regards this suit simply 
aS a vulgar affair of money, and who 
believes that his golden authority can 
gild the marriage of his sister with a 
tarnished man, compels me more strong- 
ly than ever to insist on the withdrawa! 
of the children from the house of which 
the prince is the ornament and from 
Surroundings where they will learn 
Only one thing—that honor is nothing 
and money everything, that monev cov- 
ers every baseness, and that it will bty 
every conscience. 

“The decision I have taken will show 
the court the sole purpose which in- 
Spires me, my parents and my relatives. 
We are without fortunes, and upon the 
question of money we do not hold the 
Same theories ae do the Gouls: concern- 
ing the education of French youths we 
have other ideas than those of the De 
Sagans. My parents will aid me to 
bring up these three innocent victims.” 

At the conclusion of M. Bonnet’s re- 
marks M. Clemenceau replied for the 
Princess. The case was then adjourned 
for a week, When the public prosecutor 
will present hig conclusions. A decis- 
ion is expected in a fortnight, unless 
the court decides to aear testimony. 

Don’t Dare Meet’ Allegations. 


After asking the court to take note 
of the modification of the petition of 
his client, M. Bonnet lawnched into as 
vigorous denunciation of his adversary. 
He charged that on many points the 


defendants did not dare to meet the 
allegations of the count, citing particu- 
larly the allegation that the Princess 
de Sagan was ready to leave her pres- 
ent husband. 

“They did not dare challenge this 
Statement,’ the lawyer said, “because 
they Know that the proposed separation 
has been formally communicated to De- 
Castellane’s attorneys.” 

Continuing. M. Bonnet said that all of 
the offers of settlement made by the 
Princess de Sagan were conditioned 
upon the count’s renunciation or his 
children, but the count refused to sell 
either himself or his children. The 
princess had told Judge Ditte that if 
the children were taken from her she 
would disinherit them, ‘thus proving 
that in her eyes everything was a ques- 
tion of money. 

Referring to the charges that De Cas- 
tellane had dissipated his wife's fortune, 
M. Bonnet insisted that the countess 
was just as much responsible as was 
he for ¢‘the royal extravagances,’’ such 
as the Malakoff palace, the Chateay 
Marais and the Chateau Bazaar, which 
alone cost $300,000. 

Resent Gould’s Share. 


The lawyer  particulfrlv resented 
George Gould's share in the defense, 
saying that now that the question of 
money had been eliminated, Mr. Gould 
was playing the mysterious role of 
“Crawford in the Humbert affair.’ As 
a matter of fact, Mr. Gould alweye had 
opposed the marriage of his sister to 
the Prince de Sagan, and he only final- 
ly consented on condition that there 
should be separation of property. ‘‘Doés 
Mr, Gould fear that his sister will get 
another divorce and make a more wn- 
fortunate third marriage?’ asked Mr. 
Bonnet. ‘‘No, I can reassure him. The 
princess can find nobody worse than De 
Sagan.’ 

The lawyer then asked the court to 
order the taking of testimony on cer- 
tain points which the defense had de- 
clined to meet. In conclusion, he ap- 

ealed to the court to withdraw the 
hree children from the custody of 
their mother, who had married a man 
renounced by one of the greatest fami- 
Mee tn France, and who “had spent a 
month in prison,’’ and place them ‘tn 
the care of the mother of the count, 
whose Only purpose waa to direct her 
grandchildren in the right path.

Court, 


The claim of the state of Geongia to 
a prior lien upon the assets of the de- 
funct Neal bank, was upheld in a de- 
cision rendered yesterday by 
preme court in the case of 
and others against thé state. 

The decieion reversed the judgment 
of Judge Ellis, of the superior court 
of Fulten county, but purely upon a 
legal technicality. The judgment wags 
rendered owt of term, and the court 
holds that it was premature, and di- 
rects that it be entered during term 
time. ‘‘The judge reached the correct 
result, but at the wrong time,’ recites 
the decision. 

The rigtht of the state to secure the 
$192,502.90 it had on deposit at the 
time of the failure, even though all the 
Other depositors of the bank might 
Suffer, is woheld bv the supreme court. 

Judge H. G. Lewis, of the Ocmualgee 
circuit, sitting in the place of Judge 
Henry G. Lumpkin, who was disqual- 
ified by reason of being a depositor, 
rendered the decision of the court. 

The language of the decision in re- 
ferring to the judgment of Judge Ellis 
is that “It was not interlocutory, but 
final,’ and it holds that the court had 
no jurisdiction out of term time to dis- 
pose of the case by final judgment. 

Pending a receivership an equitable 
suit was filed by the state of Georgia 
on December 24, 1907, against the _ in- 
solvent Neal bank, of Atlanta. The 
state claimed a prior lien. Other cred- 
ftors filed an anewer denying the 
priority of the state’s claim. The cage 
was heard before Judge Ellis, who 
rendered judgment during vacation, and 
out of regular appearance term. 

The Neal bank at the time of its fail- 
ure held a note from the state amount- 
ing to $25,000. The supreme court 
holds that the amount of this note 
might legally be deducted from the 
amount of the state's balance in the 
bank. 

Since January 9, |9086, the affairs of 
the defunct bank have been tranaacied 
by the Central Bank and Trust Cor- 
poration a& receiver. 

The point made by Booth that State 
Treasurer Park had ‘been gullty of neg- 
ligenee in making examinations of the 
Neal bank and in permitting too large 
deposits, was dismissed by the court, 
with the remark that “acts of neg- 
ligence’ or wrong conduct, even if such 
acts exist on part of state officers,”’ can- 
not be pleaded asan excuse for stopping 
the state in collecting a debt. 

Stete Treasurer R. BE. Park, in speak- 
not be pleaded as an excuse for stop- 
ping the state in collecting a .debt.

WIDEN DRIVEWAY TO COLLEGE PARK. 
Owners of property skirting the roadway between) Atlanta and College 
Park have never had better opportunity for materially increasing the value 
of their holdings than is presented io them in the proposition to make of 
that driveway ‘a sixty-foot boulevard throughout its entire length. 

Briefly stated, the situation is this: There is now a forty-foot roadway 
‘between Atlanta and College Park, practically one-half of which is taken up 
by the double tracks of the street electric system, leaving a serviceable 
driveway of approximately only twenty feet in width the entire distance. Itis 
proposed, with the consent of the property owners, to take from their prop- 
erty a strip of twenty feet, thus providing a forty-foot paved roadway in ad- 
dition to the space occupied: by the car tracks. Thie is to be done abso- 
lutely without expense to the property owners, other than the giving of the 
necessary land, the county having agreed, wherever necessary, to move houses 
or fences and to put the property back in the same condition in which it 
stood before the strip was taken. 

This is an 1mprovement which is essential to the progress of that sec- 
tion of Fulton county. 

In view of the undoubted increase in property values which it involves, 
those property owners who hesitate or refuse to join in the improvement 
are standing in their own light: they are ignoring their own material in- 
terests. 

There are, fortunately, few of these, but, unfortunately it is a case were 
a few can, by persistent obstinacy, block a great forward improvement. 

The conversion of Peachtree road, on the north side, into one of the 
most magnificent driveways in the county, reaching *o the county line, was 
made possible only by the united action of the property owners in giving 
for the purpose from that portion of their property abutting on the road, 
often as much as sixty or eighty feet. 

Here is an opportunity to get practically the same thing on the south 
side by the giving of only twenty feet. 

Property owners, alive to their own interests, seldom.hesitate in the face 
of a chance like this. 

About twelve years ago, when it was realized thet Whitehall street was 
too narrow for the traffic it wae carrying, the property owners in that thickly 
settled section, without exception, gave five feet from their lots on each side 
of the street. A fairly comfortable and satisfactory street was the result. 
If a thickly populated city street can do this, certainly the problem ought 
to be worked ovt on a country road. 

There should be no dissenting voice to the proposal which will, without 
expense, give the residents between Atlanta and College Park a frohtage 
upon what will easily be one of the finest and most popular roadways in the 
entire county. 

About half a mile of this roadway traverses the frontage of the govern- 
ment reservation—tl'ort McPherson. 

That the government, alive to the value of this improvement, will readily 
give the requisite twenty feet for the entire distance is pot questioned. 

This is one of the most forward and progressive steps which the south 
side residents have yet had to consider. . 

The only course suggested by the rational view is an eager and a unani- 
mous acquiescence, and so prompt should be the response that the matter 
should be closed up by the new year. 


FREE CHARITY FROM WARD POLITICS. 


Wisdom of the proposal to consolidate Atlanta’s system of dispensing 
free medical service and medicines in one central office and under control of 
two competent physicians, rests on undoubtedly substantial foundation. 

The ordinance which dispenses with the service of eight ward physicians 
—next year another would be added to the number—and provides for the 


» 
a: 


rappointment by the board of health of two assistant health officers-who shall 


give their whole time to aitendance upon the city’s charity patients, has 
received practically the unanimous approval of the ordinance committee and 
goes to council for final action next Monday. 

YTpere is involved in this change of system a saving of $1,700 in 1309 
and $2,200 annually in subsequent years, following the establishment of the 
tenth ward. ‘ 

The saving would be inconsequential were it not for the fact that the 
proposed reform strongly commends itself from other standpoints; but when 
a change is accompanied both by economy and the attainment of better re- 
sults, it is doubly valuable and commendable. 

That both of these advantages are involved in the proposed change of 
system seems unquestioned. The economy of it is undoubted. 

As to the fatter proposition, it is a reasonable conclusion that better 
and more satisfactory service can be rendered by a central office that is 
never closed, the physicians being subject to call as well by telephone at 
night, than by a multiplicity of offices under the plan as at present con- 
ducted. 

Another important and valuable consideration is the removal of the 
city’s charity service from the realm of ward politics. 

Without reflecting on any of those who have been the beneficiaries of 
it, it is the system itself that is open to'this criticism. 

There is every reason for the maintenance of a public charity medical 
service; the propriety and justice of it are grounded both in humanity and 
community protection. 

And by the same reasoning it should be the very best the city can pro- 
vide. 

The new system promises both competence and prompt attention in all 
cases requiring it, which, added to the annual saving involved, is sufficient 
suarantee of its value.

GETTING RESULTS OUT OF THE MULE. 


There are numerous small farmers—the one and two-mule variety—who 
rarely start into a new crop season free from debt. They spend all they 


make and, often, just a little bit more. 
The reason of it is that, regardless of conditjons, the quality of their 
land and everything else, they grow cotton, nothing but cotton. i 
It’s an old story, one told and preached about over and over again, but 
there must be yet more preaching and telling before an impression is made 


—an impression that will produce results. 
\ ir anybody has any doubt about the quality of the theory in the sermon, 
certainly they cannot maintain it in the face of practical fact. 

Here is one of those practical facts—carried in the news dispatches a 
day or two ago, but it will bear repetition with emphasis—which ought to 
produce conviction: 

Felix G. Edwards, who is really a farmer, but finds time to serve as 
sheriff of Dougherty county on the side, has just figured up his profits on 
his six-mule farm—some 200 acres—and discovers, after paying all his debts, 
that he has $6,000 in the bank as the net results for 1908, or just $1,000 
to the mule. 

Mr. Edwards made nineteen bales of cotton from twenty-four acres, but 
now realizes his mistake and will not repeat it another year. He thinks 
there is no telling what his profits might have been, if he had cut out the 
cotton altogether. ei 

Cantaloupes, corn, oats and hay were Mr Edwards’ money crops, and on 
that two-hundred-acre farm he made not only enough to net him $6,000 in 
hard cash, but sufficient supplies for his stock until another harvest. 

In other words, Mr. Edwards does not have to go into the market to 
buy corn, oats and hay and pay for it in cotton, but he sells them to some 
other farmer and takes his cotton or cash equivalent in return. 

So, instead of finding himself in debt or just even with the game, after 
a long season's toil and effort, he has a fat bank account because he did 
what many of his brother farmers didn’t. 

The man with the one and two-mule farm can attain the same compara- 
tive results, if he will go about it in the same way. 

Nor is it necessary to cease the growing of cotton, but rather should it 
be made a secondary crop. In other words, if the farmer, on however small 
a scale, will first proceed to get his living and that of his stock out of 
the farm, and then put the rest in cotton, he will find that he can put at 
least the price of the cotton in the bank at the season’s end; it will be 
“velvet.” 

What the farmer needs is a little “velvet;” it is that which will, more 
than anything else, make him independent. 

Farmers like Felix Edwards point the way, and it doesn’t cost anything 
to teke hold and profit by the example.

AGRICULTURAL SCHOOLS 


Editor Oonstitution: The best thing 
) that has been done for Georgia's ma- 
terial “advancement was the establish- 
ment of the eleven agricultural schools. 
It is the first time the state has ever 
built, an educational platform upon 
which the farmerg can all stand. Kk 
reaches down from the university to the 
farm, and takes the farmer boy by the 
hand and leads him up through these 
schvols to the university, if he is will- 
ing,wy the shortest, most practical and 
economic route. Of the course, the 
scop- and purpose of these schools be- 
ing only partially understood by the 
average farmer and by the majority of 
all classes, as to thet matter, it was 
but natural that their esteblishment 
and their first achievements should Lave 
met with criticism and outright op- 
position. The plan was without form 
and vold. It was pioneer work through- 
out this state and the south. But most 
of the schools have in the short pe- 
rio? in which they have had to de- 
velop and to demonstrate, already borne 
good fruft and established a standard 
of efficiency. This has all happened, 
too, with but little encouragement from 
those sources from which these schools 
had eyery reagon to expect encourage 
ment. The undefined scope and opera- 
tions of the schools may have been in 
some instances costly on account of too 
muoh theory in management in the be 
ginning. But the “extreme theories” 
hawe practically all been cut out, and 
the farms are now being operated along 
practioa! and economjo lines, the ul- 
timate purpose being now to teach and 
to demonstrate to the boy how to Make 
farming and farm Iie attractive by 
making it a paying business, or, at 
least, a financial success, under present 
conditions. The accomplishment of 
this desirable end will necessarily in- 
clude the highest development of the 
agricultural mind along the practical 
lines of plant life, mechanics, chemistry 
and engineering. To show you some of 
the practical results of the Thin Dis- 
trict Agricultural school, at Americus, 
I herewith append a report from its 
farm operations. I could give equally 
as important and interesting reports 
from the other departments of thi 
school.

Cotton seed meal when, mixed with 
hulls is recognized as the cheapest and 
best cattle feed on the market, and 
under the operation of the pure food 
law, is surpassing all others in the 
amount used. Rich In protein and. a 
southern product, it is easily available, 
and has done much toward driving 
adulterated feed stuffs out of this state. 
The western dealers recognize its 
worth, and are now trying to come 
within the pure food law by mixing cot- 
ton seed meal with the other ifngredi- 
ents in their feeds in order to make 
them ‘sufficiently rich in this very nec- 
essary factor to bring it up to the re- 
quired standard. a 

In speaking of this matter, Dr. Sfail- 
ings said: “Our anakyses show that 
cotton seed meal is being more and 
more generally used in the western feed 
stuffs, which are being shipped info 
this state, and the pure food inspector's 
reports show that its sale is being yrn- 
creased every month throughout the 
state. Its value is recognized by all, 
and its true worth {Is rapidly placing 
it in the topmost rank, where it prop- 
erly belongs.

40 TEAMS TO HAUL PIPING. 


lAberty Bell Gold Mine. 


Gainesville, Ga., December 1!6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Claud Thompson and Hughes 
Moore have contracted with the Liberty 
Bell Gold Mining Company to haul 
forty-four cars of iron piping from the 
Southern depot in Gainesville to the 
mine of the company at Auraria, Lump- 
kin county. There are thirty-six pieces 
of piping to the car, each of which is 
30 feet long and 30 inches in circum- 
ference. The pipes are different in 
weight, but the lightest weighs 2,040 
pounds. 

Only one pipe can be carried at a 
load, and thirty teams are now engaged 
in doing the hauling, though ten more 
will be put on next week. It is calcu- 
lated that sixty days’ time will be re- 
quired to complete the hauling. 

The pipe is to be used for an aque- 
duct for the mine, the main ditch of 
which is to be !5 miles long, four of 
which are to be of this pipe. The water 
will be used for mining purposes in 
the way of flushing or placer work. 

There are 47,520 feet of this pipa the 
number of pieces totaling i584. The 
teams are hauling regularly each day, 
and present an unusual scene by reason 
of the length of the coupling with such 
a large pipe on each wagon. 


Electric Anesthetic Harmless. 


The t{mportant experiments recéntly 
anade in Paris by Professor Lecuc in 
producing electrical sleep are the sub- 
ject of discussion in an illustrated arti- 
cle in the January Popular Mechanics. 
It says: “In the majority of tests the 
subjects used were rabbits, dogs, and 
other animals, but the inventor himself, 
and a mumber of his assistants have also 
been placed under tts influence. 

“The electric sleep is produced by 
using an intermittent electric current, 
the circult being interrupted 100 times 
per second by means of a revolving disc. 
This disc is revolved 25 times a second 
by an eletric motor, the arrangement of 
the disc being su¢h that each time it 
revolves four interruptions are made. 
In placing animals under the infiuece 
of electric sleep the method been 
shown to be absolutely harmless.”

One of the most interesting annual 
reports of city -offictlals that will be 
made this year is that of Probation Of- 
ficer 8. J. Coogler, who. during the first 
prohibition year in Atlanta, has had to 


look after the habitual drunkards who

have been placed on probation by the 


recorder, 

Officer Coogler has done a great work. 
His report shows that he helped 
to reform many who were addicted to 
the use ‘of intoxicants, and assisted 
many families in the city who would 
otherwise have been impoverished. 

The report shows that he looked after 
forty-six cases of habitual drunkenness, 
Of which twenty-nine were never re- 
arrested, only seventeen were arrested 
the second time, seven the third time 
and four the fourth time. 

Officer Coogler made 530 visits during 
the vear and 706 cases were reported to 
him. He collected for men and thetr 
families $332.80. 

His Repert in Fall, 

His report, which will no doubt be 
read with very great interest, is as fol- 
lows: 

“T hand you herewith my report from 
the creation of the office of adult pro- 
bation officer on November 19, 1907, to 
November |, !908, and beg to submit 
certain facts and suggestions concern- 
ing the work for your consideration 
and direction, in the hope that the serv- 
ice may be improved 4nd developed. 

“It will be recalled that the growing 
acceptance over the country of the 
system of probation for certain classes 
of cases and its success became the 
subject of considerable public interest in 
this community in the fall of 1907, and 
after one of the papers had urged its 
adoption locally, a committee of citl- 
zens appeared before the eommission and 
secured its installation. The matter was 
then urged almost solely as a measure 
for dealing with drunkards, but the 
ordinance creating the ordinance widen- 
ed its scope so as to cover cases of 
family desertion and vagrancy. Out of 
64 cases put on probation by your honor, 
18 were under charges other than drunk- 
enness. [| am informed that the Atlan- 
ta ordinance served as a guide for the 
same provision in Richmond, Va. 

“I have attempted in this report 
show the results accomplished by 
year’s work, and my estimate as 
this is subject to review in every in- 
stance, not by personal inspection in 
the homes of these people, but by a com- 
plete record which L have kept, both 
of correspondence and Work done. 


Effectiveness of System. 


“Seeing these results from day to 
day. no question remains in my mind 
as to the effectiveness and beneficence 
of this system. The necessity of re- 
porting conduct regularly while under 
probation with the knowledge that a 
severe sentence of the courts will be im- 
posed, if rearrested, restrains miscon- 
duct. And good conduct, when _per- 
sisted@ in, means reformation. I have 
noticed also in a number of cases with 
which I have dealt that offenders havé 
been impressed and inspired to do bet- 
ter by this éffort of society to help 
them instead of punish them, For in- 
stance, in case No. 18567 of November 
30, 1907, man was in habit of getting 
drunk every Saturday night and fre- 
quentiy In court, but Was paid out with 
the wages of his children, who worked 
in a mill. On One occasion he was 80 
threatetifng in his attitude at home that 
his whole family sought refuge’ else- 
where. He was put on proabtion on 
December 5, 1907; and from that time 
to this he has remained sober and at 
work. and am informed his children 
are at school, and the standard of 
living in hte family has been raised 
from the poverty line to comfortable- 
ness. Out of the 46 cases drunkards 
who have been put on probation, there 
are many whose improvement has been 
equally marked. 

“T desire to call your attention to a 
well recognized fact that probation is 
of littie or no avail in those classes of 
drunkards where the habit is truly. a 
disease, or where there is no desire to 
quit, or where there is no family ties 
to serve as an inspiration to do so. On 
the other hand, there is 4 class of men 
who appear in thé court for drunken- 
ness who would respond to probation, 
and whose families have t6 saffer for 
them, sometime at a fearful rate if a 
apanenee or imprisonment is-imposed. 

Inquiry Prior to Trial. 


“If some arrangement could be per 
fected wheréby an investigation of past 
history and family condition could be 
made prior to the trial, the court could 
have facts which would enable a more 
satisfactory selection of probationers. | 
hope the court will permit the proba- 
tion officer to make such investigation 
where * has an intimation that proba- 
tion might help. Perhaps this arrange- 
ment could be made by ordering a man 
held for a day while the probation of- 
ficer makes an investigation eoncerning 
him. a 

“Tht will be geén that I have had a 
higher percentage of success with the 
32 cases of neglect and abandonment 
than with any other class; all but five 
I have been able to secure rm or 
return to’their families. Ih only three 
of these cases waa resort to the courts 
necessary. In these cases takén into 
court, reunion Was effected in one, 
in another, and the man skip- 
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Ifst of cases and the sources from 
which they came, to my notice that the 
office has been used by the city war- 
dén and the Associated Charities to con- 
siderable extent. besides by citizens, 
members of familes, etc. It has alwayé 
beeny a problem of charity to prevent 
the suffering of women and children, 
and yet avoid keeping up some worth- 
less, able-bodied man in the family. In 
such cases it has been a comparative- 
ly simpie matter. for me to, remedy the 
situation py insisting upon support of 
the family by the man or prosecution 
for the failure to do so.”

Some of the Disappointed Agents

The selection by the book adoptiom 
commission of the text-books to be used 
in the public schools of Georgia for the 
next five years, has a _ political side 
which caused the exchange of many sig- 
nifiant comments between representa- 
tives of book publishing houses who 
called at the state capitol yesterday. 

During the day agents of some of the 
@uccessful houses, and the representa- 
tives of some houses who were unsuc- 
cessful called upon members of the com- 
mission to express their thanke for 
awards or to express regret that they 
had not been favored. 

The mernvsbders of book adoption 
commission are Governor Hoke Smith, 
Secretary of State Philip Cook, Attorney 
General John C. Hart, Comptroller Gen- 
eral William A. Wright and State School 
Commissioner Jere M. Pound. In reach- 
ing their conclusions they called into 
conference a subcommission of practical 
educators composed of M. L. Brittain of 
Atlanta. 8. L. Florence of Madison, T. 
H. ‘Robertson of Gainesville, G. W: Smith 
of Perry, and E. W. Childe of Barnes- 
ville. 

In the awards of the commission, one 
publishing house secured the contract 
for furnishing seven text-books, or one- 
third the total number of text-books to 
be used in the common schools. The sur- 
prising part of the award is that this 
same publishing house was anathema- 
tized two years ago as a trust, and in- 
ferentially put on notice in a memorable 
state campaign that its scalp would be 
taken at the first opportunity. 

The campaign has passed; another has 
been fought and won, and the complex- 
ion of affairs has somewhat changed. 
The house that was made the mark for 
oratorical shafts a very few years ago, 
has this year had more of its text-books 
accepted than any other competing pub- 
lishing house. As many books will be 
used in the schools from this house 4s 
from five’ other publishing houses It 
furnishes as many as the next two high- 
est competitors put together, as the list 
published ibelow will show. 

Disappointed Agents Are Sore. 


The representatives of publishing 
houses whose books were rejected in fa- 
vor of those of the so-called trust, are 
not particularly enthusiastic over the 
turn affairs have taken. They seem to 
think that the administration is not as 
keen in prosecuting its trust-busting cru- 
eade as recent campaign pledges led 
them to suppose. 

The members of the book adoption com- 
mission showed a decided reticence in 
regard to what went on in the executive

sessions of the commission. There were | 
rumors of warm discussions, bodering | 
even on the sensational, but even since the | 
work is all oyer, they decline to talk fur- 
ther than to say that they chose the 
books which seemed to them the best. 

The members of the subcommission of 
educators declined to make public their 
recommendations, declaring that these 
can Only ve given out by members of the 
board, as they ‘were submitted in conf!- 
dence. They will be officialiy filed in 
a few days by Professor Pound, state 
school commissfoner. 

So exactly what members favored the 
American Book Company and awarded 
it twice as many prizes as were given 
any other book house, cannot be known.

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ROOT EXPLAINS 
RECENT TREATY 


Agreement Between United 
States and Japan as 
to China 


Washington, December 16.—Secretary 
Root voluntarily appeared before the 
senate committee on foreign relations 
today, pointed out that the only obli- 
gation upon either party to the entente 
between the United States and Japan 
relating to the maintenance of Chinese 
integrity is that they shall consult 
with each other before undertaking 
any action concerning Chinese affairs, 
and that, therefore, the agreement does 
not assume the character of a treaty. 
He citeq precedents for the executive 
laying down a policy concerning for- 
g@ign affairs. Democratic members of 
the committee pointed out that the 
only issue is whether the understand- 
ing goes to the extent of making a 
treaty necessary. If no action is taken 
by the committees, the whole matter 
will remain as negotiated by the secre- 
tary of state. 

The question will be discussed by the 
committee later. 

The republican members of the com- 
mittee are united in supporting Mr. 
Root’s position, and some democratic 
members also favor nen-actign by the 
committee. 

Secretary Root also discussed the 
status of the commission appointed to 
look after American interests in con- 
nection with the Tokio exposition in 
i917. Ih view of the postponement of 
the exposition from {012 it was prac- 
tically decided by the committee to 
recommended an amendment to the'law 
providing for the continuance vf the 
commission with nomina] salaries to 
serve @s a nucleus of the organization 
that will be necessary later, but to 
continue’ one commissioner general at 
a fair compensation. if this action is 
taken by .congress, the nomination of 
the commissioners named will be con- 
firmed by the senate.

Mr. Foraker said he would 
call the matter up as soon as possible 
after convening on January 4. 

Browneville Detectives, 

Without discussion, the senate adopt- 
eq Senator Foraker’s resolution, intro- 
duced in the senate yesterday, calling 
on the secretary of war for various in- 
formation concerning the employment 
of detectives for use in the Brownsvulle 
affair referred to by the president in 
his message to congress. When the 
resolution was laid before the senate, 
Mr. Warren, chairman of the commit- 
tee on military affairs, said he had no 
objection to it, and without further 
comment it was adopted.

New Orleans, La. December 16.—As 
am result of an attempt to ineugurate

law, at City Park race track this after- 
moon, several turfmen were arrested 
and affidaviis were made against oth- 


ers. | 

Palicide Frigerio and R. M. Sheffield, 
bookmakers, were arrested at the track, 
together with W. W. Lyle, acting as 
manager of the meet. Affidavits were 
made against Colonel Samuel F. 
Heaslip, president of the New Orleans 
Jockey Chub, and Edwerd Corrigan, the 
well-known turfmen, charging them 
with aiding and abetting the meet, 
which it is charged was started with 
the avowed purpose of violating the 
Locke lew. 

Mr. Corrigan is not in New Orieans, 
but the police claim that he was the 
instigator of the meet, and assert that 
they can hold him responsible. Colonel 
Heasiip, although president of the New 
Orleans Jockey Chib, which controls 
the City Park track, came out in a 
statement this morning Saying he was 
opposed to the meet, and would not be 
connected with it in any way. His" 
position as president of the club, how- 
ever, is declared by the police to be 
the grounds on which the affidavit was 
based, although the club passed resolu- 
tions today against holding the meet. 
Mr. Lyle. who had been given permis- 
sion by the club some time ago to use 
the track for exercising his horses, 
held the meet just the same. 

Only one race was run, and this was 
won by May Cella. Quite a crowd gath- 
ered around the ‘»vookmakers’ . booth 
when the odds were posted. There were 
four horses in the race, which was at 
1. mile. Malcolm, Billy Strong, May 
Cella and Mr. Knapp were the starters. 
In the betting on the race May Cella 
opened up favorite at 4 to 5, while the 
other horseg were held at 2 to !. No 
attempt was made to interfere with the 
betting untii after the race was runt, 
and as goon as the result was an- 
nounced and an attempt made to cash 
the bets the police became active. 

They placed the two bookmakers, 
along with W. W. Lyle, under arrest, 
and all were taken to the tenth pre-| 
ecinct police station. Later the affida- 
vits were made against Colone! Heaslip 
and Mr. Corrigan. The matter now 
rests with the courts. If the prisoners 
are convicted and punished it is not 
likely that any more attempts at racing 
will be made, the lightest penalty being 
a fine of $100, together. with a six 
months’ jail term. Otherwise, it is prob» 
able that racing will start again in 
New Orleans.

Hit by.One Train and Mangled 
by Another, 


DIED FEW MINUTES LATER

Hurled by Switch Engine Under 
Wheels of Employees, Train, 
on Adjacent Track, at 
Bellwood Avenue 
Orossing. 


Hit by one railway train and knock- 
ed under and mangled by another, ‘s 
the gruesome manner in which Ran- 
dal Spivey, aged 20 years, an em- 
ployee of the National Furniture Com- 
pany, met his death Jast night shortly 
after 6 o'clock.
